had even become a nation, and if we accepted 
‘Davis’ own remarks of its inherent power, it 
wasto fight until the youngest born had 
grows up to manhoodand to the responsibilia 
ties of civil war. The Asclepias gigantea, 
however, was rudely grasped—the vigorous 
muscles of Sherman'and of Grant made ite 
artificiality apparent—and it crumbled piece 
__meal into nothingness. The armies disappeared 


like some “ unsubstantial pageant faded ”— 
the pewer that ruled the lightning and the 
thunder of the battlefield—the Jupiter o! 
Richmond—was carried away in the tempest 
of its own creation, and made an igaoble 
flight in women’s clothes, And so we come 
from the sublime to the ridiculous, and add 
another historical peg oo which to hang the 
littleness, the evanescence, and the uncer- 
tainty of worldly power. Poor Davis! 
better to have emulated the Third Richard 
and died fighting on the battle-field; better 
even, like Bratus, to have fallen upon his own 
sword and, paraphrasing the dying words.of 
the great Roman, exelaimed—“ O human ela. 
very, I have worshipped thee as a goddess, but 
thou thyself art the slave of fortune!” But 
no, his fate was worse than that of Smith 
O’Brien in the cabbage garden, and less dig- 
nified than the flight of Louis Napoleon in a 
. footman’s garb trom the Austrian soldiery. 
The Supreme head of a power able at ove 
time to place in the field half a million of 
men, driven as a fagitive from his seat of 
Government, and caught running in bis wife's 
apparel, with no more effective power of re- 
sistance than a bowie-knife—what punish. 
ment can the Federal Government inflict 
more galling, more cruel, more humiliatieg | "% 
than this ? 

Never since Waterloo has there been 80 
sudden a crash—so overwhelming a disaster 
to armed authority. Napoleon on the memo-~ 
rable 15th of Jane was the terror of Europe, 
the nightmare of monarchs who “ trembled 
in their capitals.” On the night of the I8th 
he was a forlorn fugitive, a crushed and fal- 
len victim of ambition. At the commence- 
ment of the present year, Jeff. Davis issued 
orders to a larger army than Napoleon had at 
the crisis of his{fate. He seat forth man- 
dates over a much vaster territory than that 
which was under the sway of the great 
French Egsperor; and yet within “a few 
short months” he too was an unfortunate 
fugitive—en outcast, a hopeless man. With 
Napoleon fell the aggrandisement of military 
ambition, and the butchery of continued war- 
fare; with Davis fells a more execrable evil 
—the system of human slavery. The great 
abolition scheme of Lincoln is at length be~ 
ing carried out. In vain the planters of 
North Carolina ask for « respite—io vain 
they apply for a gradual process of manu- 
mission ; their petitions are ignored, their 
cries unbeoded ; the fiat has gone forth, and 
every slave from Richmond: to the Rio 
Grande becomes “redeemed, regenerated and 
disenthralled by the irresistible genius of 
universal emancipation.” Surely the year of 
gtace, 1865, will. be the most memorable in 
the world’s history. Memorable asa year 
that has redeemed the character of repub- 
lios, and vindicated the great cause of self- 
government—that has crushed a rebellion 
against liberty, and annihilated an authority 
based on the destruction of haman rights. 

The last vestige of that power, which first 
thundered its demands at Fort Sumter and 
carried through a four yeare’ sanguinary 
war, has disappeared, and has left the world 

“to see more clearly the’ rottenness da which 
the fabric was raised. It was in vain the 
e was made brilliant with valor 

and military skill; in vein it refleoted the 


highest self-denial ‘and the grestest sclf-sadri. 
fice—the cause was bad, the foundation wae 
crumbling to pieces through inherent decay, 


and the whole building from top to bottom 
could meet with no other end than destracs 
tion, and ite designers and architects no other 
fate than being engulfed in the ruin.
